Livery Stable of Reynolds & Edge Burn 
ed— Other Property Menaced 
Fireman J . J . Ray Injured. 


4K About X o’clock Sunday morn­ 
ing the livery stable of Reynolds & 
Edge, adjacent to the Bryan Water. 
Light and Power Co.', was destroy­ 
ed by fire. 
The flames appear to 
have originated in the teed loft, but 
in what manner has not been de­ 
termined. The conflagration spread 
rapidly owing to the inflatnable 
character of the building and its 
contents. 
The horses were quickly cut loose 
and driven out without the lose of 
an animal, and most all the vehic­ 
les were gotten out. 
The loss of 
vehicles, so far as the Eagle has 
been able to learn, includes five 
buggies and a wagon. 
There was 
also a large amount of feed stuff 
destroyed, including corn, alfalfa 
and fodder. 
J. W . Hunnieut had 
about a car of alfalfa stored in the 
loft, which was a total loss. 
A car 
of corn was included iu the stock 
of feed on hand, and was burned 
and water damaged to such an ex ­ 
tent that the entire lot was sold to 
Henry Berger for $10. 
The total loss was probably $4000 
with $2000 insurance on the build­ 
ing and $1000 on vehicles and feed 
stuff. 
Charlie Smith, who is an 
employe, and had a room up stairs 
in the front part of the building, 
lost his clothing and personal effects 
and a small amount of money. 
The property was recently pur­ 
chased by Geo. D. 
Tucker from

The other boys were unhurt. 


Reynolds & Edge rapidly trails 
ferred their stock and vehicles to 
the Bryan Brick Warehouse where 
they are doing business temporarily, 


Mr. Tucker will build a new cor­ 
rugated iron stable on the property 
as soon as the necessary business 
details can be arranged.
